you may want to try plain warm or even hot water bath, it may take the tape off once it is warmed up., you 
wont hurt the paper at all or the pics., only thing is it will be delecate to handle., use sizing to lift out of the 
bath and let it dry on absorbant flat surface, we use large thick cardboard., then once fully dry, you can steam 
iron gently the pages and make them flat, once flat, and not damp, press the entire item under a book press 
using two sheet of clean cardboard or white blotter paper., firm it down hard and let it sit for a few days., it 
should be nice and fine by then, the tape will likley leave a sticky residue that needs to be removed prior to 
ironing. try the acetone on the sticky areas or tetracloride. take care on that though it is a cancer risk if 
breathed in or gotten on the skin.

Taylor, Allen & Co. Research Memo 


October 7, 2002 


Eric: By way of apology, I wanted to bring this material to your attention. 1t side tracked 
me from the card typing duties to a certain extent. 


Taylor, Allen & Co. is first given its own listing and Ad in 1860 Kennedy's St. Louis 
City directory. Prior to that, Jolm D. Taylor was listed as a banker working for Presbury 
& Co. Bankers. Because the Taylor, Allen & Co. Coin Chart was listed as accompanying 
the Presbury Counterfeit Detecter, that all makes perfect sense. The Ad for Taylor, Allen 
& Co. is on p. 496 of 1860 City directory. 


To what extent Presbury underwrote the Taylor, Allen & Co. venture if at all remains 
unanswered. However, Presbury Bankers and the Taylor, Allen & Co. were both located 
at 89 N. Main St. Lewis D. Allen becomes the partner of John D. Taylor (1860 city 
directory). According to the 1859 Kennedy's St. Louis City Directory, Lewis D. Allen 
was a partner with R.B. Snow (Allen & Snow) in a wholesale grocery operation. Allen 
lived with his son Lewis D. Allen, Jr. who was a bookkeeper. Allen lived at 152 North 6" 
St. in the 1859 listing amd moved to 88 Elm St. for the 1860 listing, The Allens did not 
appear in city directories prior to 1859, Mr. Taylor was working for Presbury since at 
least 1854, according to directory records. It is not clear what qualifications Mr, Allen 
brought to the partnership. 
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
